—There have been one hundred and 
twelve murders committed in Edg efield 
county, South Carolina, during the last 
thirteen years and a larg e number were 
the result of social, political or what is 
know as race prejudices. 
Within a week 
or so a man who shot down a neg ro boy 
by way of amusement ha9 been acquitted 
by a jury and another who killed three 
unoffending men was found g uilty of 
manslaug hter. 
Thirty-one men charg ed 
with a murder committed in 18&5 have 
had their cases postponed to another term 
of court and it is deemed probable that 
they will never be tried. 
Murder is now 
considered tho safest pastime which can 
be indulg ed in by Edg efield county peo­ 
ple. 
These facts 
remind T h e T e l e 
g r a p h that it was just that sort o f crimes 
that broug ht on all the horrors of the 
French revolution, less than a century 
since. 
Not many years prior to the reig n 
of terror seig neurs returning from a hunt 
for g ame would, as a mere pastime, shoot 
the despised canaille, who happened to 
be at work near the hig hway, perhaps 
shing ling a house, just for the “ fun of 
seeing him tumble from the ro o f.” 
That 
sort of a disreg ard for “ the rig ht9 of man” 
was continued until, to put it mildly, for 
beara» ce at last did cease to be a virtue, 
and the result was only natural that such 
fiendish demag og ues as Marat and Robe­ 
spierre had no difficulty in org anizing 
sanscullottese mobs to murder tfcese same 
courtiers, as well as hundreds of thous­ 
ands of innocent people; aristocrats who 
wore trowsers. 
The mobs had no better 
excuse for its murders than had the cour­ 
tiers, unless there is somewhere some sort 
of justice in reveng e. 
So, the people of 
South Carolina should not forg et the les­ 
son of the French revolution. 
For they 
“ that have sown the wind shall reap the 
whirlwind.” T h e T e l e g r a p h 
calls at­ 
tention to this bit of “ news of the clay,” 
the murders in Edg efield county, with no 
sort of feeling s of prejudice, and with a 
hope that there will soon be au end to 
such race cruelties.

New Y ork , March 22.—The prosecution 
in the trial of ex-Alderm a n Cleary for brib­ 
ery finished their caae Monday by the intro­ 
duction of some form al proof. 
Air. Hhafer 
then opened the case for Cleary in a very 
vig orous spoech, in which he denounced the 
press for a ssum ing before tria l tha t his client 
wa s g uilty. 
Mr. Hhafer made an especia lly 
bitter a tta ck upon The W orld, which has 
expended considerable effort in illustra ting 
Mr. Shafer’s peculiarities of manner. 
Mr. Hhafer declared that there was but 
one newspaper in the city that had not de­ 
manded the conviction of Cleary every day 
since the trial began. 
He added: “ An Al­ 
bany judge dismissed a case to another 
county, even after a part of the jury had 
'been obtained, because Ths Evening J our­ 
nal had said that day that the accusod was 
guilty and should be convicted. 
A Troy 
judge did the same thing in another case. 
The papers have tried this case and found 
Cleary guilty. 
The World has become per­ 
fectly infamous in its conduct in trials. One 
man says: 'Shafer, why don’t you shoot 
this Hungarian J ew f Another asks, 'Why 
don’t you horsewhip hiraf I shan’t do either 
cue. But Til get even with this J ew. J ustioe 
will prevail against—” 
Here the now thoroughly irate counsellor 
was brought to a short stop by the rapid tat­ 
too of J ustioe Barrett’s gavei on the desk. 
“ Mr. Shafer, I think you have gone far 
enough. 
The jury have not seen any of the 
papers. You are talking to them about 
things of which they can know nothing,” 
said the court 
“ Well, I don’t know. 
I—” 
“ Well, I know. 
The jurors have 'seen 
nothing of this. You must desist,” said his 
honor. 
Mr. Shafer said: 
“ I bow in submission to 
your honor. 
I will g o no further,” and then 
ho resumed his spoech, but returned to the 
assault on the testim ony of K a tie Metz, 
opening with the assertion, “ Every news- 
pa yer in tho city said in flaming head-lines, 
'Katie Metz susta ined.’ 
Y ou know how she 
was sustained. 
H ow she could remember 
five faces seen in tho da rk for tw o and a 
ha lf years, but could not remember the 
names of the fam ilies she had served.” Then, 
turning upon the tw enty reporters around 
the long table, he shouted: 
“ There they 
a re! 
There they a re! 
There are the burn­ 
in g geniuses of the press. 
There isn’t one 
of ’em you’d trust in your house, except the 
fa t man.” 
Mr. Shafer held out The Graphic with the 
pictures of the boodlers. 
Ho called the at­ 
tention of the jury to the pictures of Cleary 
and J aehne. 
“ Now,” said he, defiantly, 
“ J aehne has a face you will always remem­ 
ber. He is a marked man. Why didn’t Katie 
Metz remember bimf I’ll tell you. 
He was 
in the states prison. 
They didn’t need to 
identify him. Her mind wasn’t prepared by 
Robertson and Purdy to recognize J aehne, 
but she did recognize J ohn Cleary. 
He had 
not been convicted y e t” 
Mr. Shafer opened at 11:20 and it was 
12:55 o’clock when he finished, and a recess 
was taken. 
For fully ten minues after the 
jury had gone to their lunch, Mr. Shafer 
mopped his perspiring head with his hand­ 
kerchief 
and 
emitted 
ejaculations and 
anathemas of the press representatives and 
J oseph Pulitzer. 
“ J ust wait till this is over,” he said. “ J ust 
wait till we get through with this. Wait till 
I get at that Pulitzer. 
He’ll either lick me 
like h—1, or I’Jl lick him.” 
This was said to a half dozen friends who 
had lingered 
to 
congratulate 
the 
old- 
fashioned lawyer on his remarkable effort.

“Did yon notice the arrest of two men in 
New York the other day for swindling the 
customers of express companies, b y calling 
with the earths that are hung on store fronts 
and taking away the packages which art; in­ 
tended to lx* shipped i Some jieople thought 
that was a new kind of audacious rob b ery. 
But it isn’t. 
There are three men in the 
Kings County penitentiary for playing just 
that same game in Brooklyn years ago. 
It is 
a stupid trick, b ecause the victims quickly 
discover they have b een rob lied, and the ex­ 
press companies take hold of the ¿nutter and 
make short work of the thieves. 
Another 
variety of the same game is to call around 
with b oxes purporting to have come b y e x­ 
press and collect charge« on them. 
I* used t o 
l*e very common during the holiday season, 
b ut we have b roken it up of late years. Some­ 
times the thieves deliver what purport to lie 
j» aokages of expensive dry goods from well 
known tlrms on which small charges remain 
to l*e paid. 
Sometimes they delude some 
avaricious woman into thinking she can profit 
b y the apparent mistake. 
Of course the pack­ 
age is found to lie tilled with hay or regs 
when it is examined. 


AN OLD METHOD. 
“A once familiar method of wholesale rob ­ 
b er}’ here and in New York was to visit a 
b ouse that had b een closed b y its occupants 
during the summer months, and making an 
entrance within, b oldly proceed to carry oft 
all the contents in b road daylight on a truck. 
It is not often heard of lately, b ecause it takes 
a great deal of nerve and the chances of de 
tection are very great. 
1 understand that 
thieves in western cities have just learned the 
trick, and are making things very unpleasant 
for families that go out of town for the 
summer.

rooms to re n tln available quarters. 
Then he 
calls and inspects the premises. 
Every time 
the landlady 's b ack is turned ho picks up 
something of value. 
Sometimes he drops his 
glove or his handkerchief and then g*x\« hack 
to look for it and gathers in whatever he can. 
Or if he sees a good overcoat 
in tin* hall he 
will send the landlady b ack for the handker­ 
chief while he disappears with the coat. 
It 
takes a well dressed and plausib le tongued 
thief to do that trick. 
“The telephone in the liands of an expert 
thief often b ecomes another innocent means 
for rob b ing unsnsiieeting jieople. 
You know 
in the drug and grocery stores in the out 
lying districts the telephone is usually placet! 
b y the proprietors desk, where it will 
nice 
and handy. 
The stranger who requests to 
use it asks for it so politely that it would lie 
the height of discourtesy to refuse it. 
But 
look out for him when he comes in when you 
are all alone in the store. While he is having 
a hand to hand struggle w ith the intelligent 
artist at the central office, and you are w ait­ 
ing on a customer in the front of the store, 
he is quietly tilling his pockets with what­ 
ever he can see ab out him.

MOONSHINERS’ 
ANCESTORS. 


A S p e c u la tion U pon flic Origin of tha 
Ktnlc M ounta ineers. 
The origin of the mountaineers that in­ 
hab it tint ranges from Virginia to Atkatisoa 
is a sub ject that m ight tem pt the curiosity of 
a serious historian. 
The vestiges of the early 
population, nnd of Home of the singular epi- 
sodie inroads that accompanied the steady 
flow of English colonization, are still plainly 
perceptib le. Prom the *em<-dueal plantations 
of the king's favorites in Virginia and the 
Carolina» m any of those unfortunate or 
crim inal wretches who weretrnnsjiortod from 
the m other country to lxs penal 
slaves in the 
fields of hearties*, and mostly ab sentee, mas­ 
ters, escaped into the refuge of the moun­ 
tains, and, anim ated b y a despairing hope of 
freedom, sought the most inaccessib le hiding 
places. 
To the eseaprd convict, trem b ling under 
the rememb rance of a master's lash and will­ 
ing to dare any native danger to escape the 
slavery he had fled, the approach of another 
refugee was os full of terror as of com fort. 
The runaw ay felon could trust nob ody; or 
perhaps, he had n b rand iijhmi his forehead to 
hide from curious eyes, nnd w hen v er ho made 
his home it was kept remote from neighb or­ 
ship, and made as uninviting as possib le to 
adventurous or suspicious eves. 
There is 
little doub t that among tin'first settlers of 
the mountains were those British convicts 
sold into slavery totho Ann riean plantations, 
and condemned to a life of lab orious servi­ 
tude, which they only esc« !**! b y such hard­ 
ships as eon Id tem pt no freem an. The free 
pioneer nnd the woodsman pushed on across 
the mountains or through the passes and 
cleared for himself an empire nnd garden in 
fertile Kenttteky and middle Tennessee, or 
sought the softer air and cotton lands of the 
Southern states. 
The csea*>ed convict was 
afraid to venture in either direction, lest he 
should rush into t in* hands of a former master 
or overseer, who would identify and re-cnslava 
him. 
So, with that lost instinct for iiersonal free­ 
dom that has always possessed the Caucasian 
race in every land, he clung to the mountains 
of his refuge, secure In his solitude and get­ 
ting his peace in the impregnab ility of Ins re­ 
treat. 
It was, i>erhaps, an inherib sl instinct, 
therefore, that made the mountaineers hate 
negro slavery as b itter as the most determined 
ab olitionists of the north, and which led them 
b y force of fate to join the Union armies 
when the civil war came on. 
The mountain 
regions not only furnished the northern armies, 
thousands of soldiers b ut also maintained 
w arm sym pathy for the cause in the r e y and 
front of the Union lines, nnd it is not singu­ 
lar, perhaps, that they have continued in 
sympathy w ith the Repub lican party as in­ 
stinctively as has the emancipated negro.—Y. 
E. Allison in Southern Bivouac.
